Her Action at Times—Insanity Ex- 
perts to Examine Mental Coudltloa 
of Girl Who Stole From Students 


Northampton, June 10.—Two promi- 


nent physicians in this section of the 
state have reported that Miss Mabel L. 
Burt of Bridgeton, N, J., a 
former 


Smith college student, who is undor ar- 
rest in the county jail on the charge of 
larceny of money, watches and jew- 
elry, to the value of $8000, from the 
rooms of students of Smith college, is 
suffering from mental derangement&nd 
should receive treatment. 


This important development in tlie 


case, that has attracted so much atten- 
tion, was made known to the father of 
the girl late yesterday afternoon. Dr. 
Mary J. Brewster, physician at Smith 
college, visited the girl Saturday night 
and again yesterday, and she reported 
finding her in such a condition mentally 
that she expressed a desire that Dr. J. 
G. Hanson, the woman physician at the 
state insane asylum, be called into the 
case. 


Dr. Hanson, afaer making a careful 


examination, expressed the opinion that 
the Burt girl te suffering from mental 
derangement, and should immediately 
receive treatment. 
The physician so 


stated to the girl's father, J. O. Bart, and 
that if she were released from jail she 
will not be in a condition to go home, 
but should be seat to a sanitarium. 


Mr. Burt spoke of the nervousness 


and impulsive character of his daughter, 
and said she could nc$ be in her right 
mind and'ceinmit the crime she is ac- 
cused of. 
He said her life had been 


an exemplary one while «.t home; she 
was a bright scholar and was valedic- 
torian of her class when she graduated 
from tbe high school 


One of the physicians, who saw Miss 


Burt yesterday, expressed the opinion 
that her nerves had been unstrung to 
finch a degree that it bad affected her 
ruind to such an extent that she had 
lost the power to control her actions at 
times. 
Experts on insanity have been 


sent for. 
If these experts decide the 


girl is mentally deranged, their state- 
ments will be certified to before Judge 
Bassctt of the probate court, and then 
submitted to the grand jury, which 
meets today, aad will probably report 
on all criminal cases by Tuesday after- 
noon or Wednesday morning. If the 
Jury fails 4o find an indictment against 
the girl then the question of bail is 
likely not to be considered. 


Mr. and Mrs. Burt spent several hours 


yosterday with their daughter in the 
Hampshire county jail, and several col- 
lege girls visited the institution, but 
were not allowed to Bee Miss Burt, who 
was not required to attend the regular 
chapel services helfi in the morning.

WASHINGTON'S FLASKT , ^ 


Odd Looking Bine Bottle That Wai 


Given to Sim by Lafayette. 


Relics of the Father of His Country, 


of which the public does not generally 
know, are extremely rare, but a gentle- 
man of Southampton county has one 
which has attached to it a story of more 
than the interest of the great majority of 
the stories which Farson Weems began 
telling about Washington and which were 
believed by two or three generations of 
young Americans. 


The relic in question is a whiskey fiask, 


which has for a long time been oa the 
center table in the parlor of the pretty 
homo of Mr. Robert F. Bishop of South- 
ampton county. It has been in his fam- 
ily for over a century, ever since his an- 
cestor served as an orderly at the head 
quartet!) o£ G-enrrui Witsurugum at the 
siege of Yorktown. If it ever leaves the 
Bishop family, it is safe to say that the 
sum paid for it will be about that which 
Mr. Bishop could get for his farm. 


The flask holds a half pint and is Of old 


fashioned blue glass. Kunnmg over the 
outside are seams of what looks like 
china or porcelain. It is not exactly a 
glass bottle perhaps, but, for the lack of 
a name for the material composing it, it 
is called glass. 


The story behind the interesting relic 


is not a very long one, but it is full of in- 
terest. 
The bottle was rfrpn to Stith 


Bishop, a soldier in Washington's army, 
tnd an ancestor of Mr. Robert Bishop, 
the present owner. Mr. Bishop was an 
orderly at Washington's hMftqnartwa 
uudng the siege of Yorkte»ws 
It was 


probably after the surrender j£ Cornwal- 
lis that General Washington strat Order- 
ly Bishop over to Wllliamsburg on busi- 
ness. 
After giving him various direc- 


tions regarding what he was to do in the 
old capital. General Washington save to 
his orderly the bottle and told him to 
have it filled with good whisky at a ftlvy 
ern in WiUiamsburg. There is no tradi- 
tion as to the brand the soldier was di- 
rected to purchase, which is unfortunate, 
as the enterprising distiller of today 
would find it an excellent name for the 
liquor he is making at present, But Mr. 
Bishop did remember that the genera! 
charged him to be car»fnl not t* break or 
lose the bottle, M it *ss a present made 
him by the Marquis de La Fayette. 


Of course Oriterly Bishop once knew 


why he did not return the flask, and of 
course be toM the family when he came 
home from the war, b«* the reason it for- 
gotten, and it is not likely that it will be 
known again.

SHOWED HER HEELS TO TUG 


Has Not Yet Been Tried In a Spin 


Dead to Leeward—Lawson Tells the 
Public That He Will Show What 
it Modern Boston Boat Can Do 


Boston, June 10.—The Independence 


had another short sail in the hay late 
yesterday afternoon, and the breeze be- 
ing only moderate the big yacht spread 
more canvas than has yet been hoisted. 
The sea was smooth and again she 
proved her wonderful reaching qu?lities 
besides showing considerable ability 
la windward wort. 


Not only did she bold well up to tbe 


breeze, keeping within an average o£ 
three points, 'but she footed quite fast 
and tacked in tlie neighborhood of 20 
seconds. 
Tho trial was confined to less 


than two hours of actual sailing, most 
of the time being spout on the ™ind or 
reaching, and as yet the yacht has not 
been sent dead to leeward, it being 
thougl|t well to wait for the spinnaker 
and ciabtopsail. 


There was no accident, barring a 


slight rent in the mainsail, which rather 
hindered the setting of that great piece 
of canvas. 


The wind, which, up to 3 o'clock, had 


been blowing half a gale fiota the north- 
west, calmed down to an eight-knot 
breeze as tho Independence started off, 
so that the yacht did not foot quite so 
fast in her first broad reach as during 
her second trial last Thursday. 
After 


running ont into the hay for about three 
miles, the sheets were still further eased, 
and foe a mile or two she ran down the 
wind with her liooaj about three-quar- 
ters out. 


In this run she dropped the tug rapid- 


ly, and it was only when she hanled on 
to the wind that the newspaper men 
were able to get within a quarter of a 
m!!e of her. 
During the w-indward 


work the gaJC topsail was sent up and 
set considerably better than on Thurs- 
day. 
The tug was sent along directly 


in her waJfe, and twice she tacked with- 
in six points of he compass. The breeze 
at the time was blowing about 8 miles 
nn hour, aiffl the Independence seemed 
to more very, fast 


Sheets were again eased, and the baby 


Jibtopsail hoisted, which gave her the 
largest spread of sail which she has 
yet carried. / Under this sail she made 
another reach of S 1-4 miles in about 18 
minutes. By this time it was beginning 
to grow dari^.and the tug was called 
alongside to tow her back to the city. 


To the public which has followed the 


building of the Independence with in- 
terest, Mr. Lawsoa makes the following 
announcement: 


"It now having been settled that the 


Independence cannot take part in the 
cup defense, I will do all 1 can to ar- 
range as many races as possible for her 
until the season closes, that she may 
show her friends what a modern Bos- 
ton boat can do. 


"Her first engagement is the races at 


KeMport against the Constitution and 
the Columbia, July 2, 4 and 6." 


Those who are directly interested in 


tl»e Independence are feeliug down in 
the mouth and are much chagrined at 
the attitude of the committee. 


A. O. Fernald, secretary of thp Boston 


Yacht club, does not sympathize with 
the feelings expressed by some others. 
He says: "I read the New York Yacht 
club's last letter to !Mr. Lawson, find 1 
think the New Yorkers are just about 
right. 
I must say I rather liked the 


reply they made. 
They have been as 


plain and straightforward as anyone 
could be in all their dealings with Mr. 
Lawson. 
They told him May 1 what 


he must do to enter bis boat for the trial 
races to choose a cup defender, and he 
has persisted in not doing it. 
They 


told him long ago that he mnst charter 
bis yacht to some member of the New 
York Yacht club, and they would ask 
nothing more. 


"Jlr. Lawsoa has all along taken an 


attitude which showed his intention to 
make the New lork Yacht club knucklp 
to him, and I certainly don't approve 
of It. 
He is a public-spii ited man, and 


he has the only boat ready to race. b'it 
that doesn't alter the facts of his deal- 
ing with the New York Yacht club."

In a recent address before the Chamber 
of Commerce at Rochester, N. Y., Hon. 
Win. I. Buchanan, Director General of 
the Pan-American Exposition, alluded 
to a misunderstanding which prevails 
in some of the South American coun- 
tries as to our idea of reciprocity. They 
think that our object is to sell all we 
can and get the money for the goods 
before the |bill of lading leaves New 
York; that we desire to buy nothing 
from them in return. 


Turning to statistics, we find that 


we bought from Latin-America during 
the year 1900 goods to the value of $170.- 
462,000, while we only sold to them mer- 
chandise to the value of $116,500,000, 
leaving a balance of trade in their fa- 
vor of $53,662,000.

lyn Lawyer 


Poster L. Backus, LL. D., of Brook- 


lyn spoke -on the arrest and trial of 
esus from a political and legal stand 
point last evening In the Universalist 
hurcb. The address took the ground 
hat the trial of Jesus was illegal, al- 
.hough the positions of the Jewish 
ourt which tried him waa 
fully 


tated. 
In considering the 
question, Mr. 


Bacus said, it was necessary to lay 
aside all personal feeling in the mat- 
.er, and to look at the questions pre- 
lented impartially. He drew a pic- 
ure of Jesus, and described his re- 
markable action in driving the money 
changers and others out of the temple 
at the early part of his ministry, an 
action that might have had much in- 
fluence on the minds of the rulers 
when later Jesus was brought before 
hem for trial. 
When the 
popularity of Jesus be- 


came so great that those in power 
feared its influence, they sought for 
some way to oppose him, just as office 
holders in New York today seek to op- 
pose any reformer whose influence 
seemed likely to imperil their positions 
For some time they were unable to 
arrest htm, since none who knew him 
\vould point him out, but finally Judas 
agreed to do it, Mr. Backus offered 
some slight defense of Judas' charac- 
ter, which he said was put in a bet- 
ter light when he returned the price 
he had received for betraying Jesus as 
soon as he realized the enormity of 
his offense. 


The Mosaic law under which Jesus 


was tried by the Sanhedrim allowed 
that body to c'onvict of crime on the 
testimony 
of 
two 
witnesses which 


agreed. 
When Jesus was 
arrested 


^y began to hustle for witnesses, but 


c'ould 
find 
r>one 
whos« testimony 


agreed. Two were found who repeated 
Christ's statement that he could re- 
build the temple in three ^days if it 
were destroyed, and that he had said 
that the temple would be destroyed. 
This, Mr. Backus 
said, 
would be 


deemed evidence that the man con- 
templated destroying the 
temple in 


some way. 


This was- not the real cause of his 


conviction, however, which was blas- 
phemy ,in saying that he waa the Son 
of God. There has been some question 
as to the legality of th* trial since it 
was held at night, but it is Overlooked 
in making this objection that the real 
trial was held the following morning, 
when Jesus said in answer to a ques- 
tion that he was the Son of God. This 
unless trus, was blasphemy, and pun- 
ishable by death under the Mosaic law 
The illegality of the trial came in the 
fact that the falsity of the statement 
was not proved nor was Jesus given a 
chance to prove it, although if he Thad 
been there should have been many 
who had seen his miracles who would 
have testified to their conviction that 
he was what he claimed to be.

! You have all beard that the emperor 
and the empress aimt, aa the Germans 
call Kwacgsti's otiiclal mother, are ab- 
sent from Peking and shew no signs 
of returning to the northern capital, 
despite the coaxing dlsputcnos and 
[wheedling words cf the allies, says 
Stephen Bonsai, tbe New York Iler- 
cld'B special correspondent at Peking, 
(writing under the date of April 17. 


i For some months I have -wanted to 
know by what euphemism, what sugar 
coated process, Viceroy LI Hung Chang 
communicated with hie august sover- 
eigns, so as to avoid a suggestion of 
huiniliatica, and yesterday his excel- 
lency, the viceroy, who knows what 
curiosity Is himself, took me Into his 
confidence. His dispatches concerning 
the peace negotiations bear the super- 
scription, "For the hands and eyes 
alone of the prince and ministers of 
the grand secret council table near tlie 
throne, COAV in tour in the provinces." 


I have -wandered somewhat far afield 


from Prince Chun, the subject of this 
article, but I iope you will see the con- 
nection later on. 


Prince Chun, -who seems destined to 


become, the central figure of Chinese 
history during the next generation, 
conld not have been less known than 
he was a year ago. Theii, as now, he 
resided in the great ducal palace on 


j the north side of the city in the great- 
| est seclusion. When tho Boxer move- 
! ment began to attract attention, the 


leaders of this antiforeign party came 
by the score to bis quiet yamen and 
endeavored to secure his patronage. 


All the promises which were after- 


ward made to Prince Tuan and to 
which he succumbed were raade to 
Prince Chun, bat without tlie desired 
effect The boy prince—he is barely 19 
years today—listened -with infinite pa- 
tience to all that they had to say, thank- 
ed them for their call and begged them 
to call again, but with nothing to do, 
because, as he simply said, he knew 
nothing of public life. 


"I am a student," wrote Prince Chun 


when the Boxer leaders became more 
pressing, '-fly ambition Is to live in 
seclusion. I would emulate," he-wrote 
in the words of the great Chinese poet, 
"the life if the solitary pine tree or the 
lonely stork." 


The Boxers thought the young prince 


mad and went away, taking with them 
all his horses and carts, from which it 
seems only fair to deduce that they and 
not the allies introduced looting to Pe- 
king. During the terrible eight weeks 
•which followed Prince Chun continued 
to lead in his palace the life of a re- 
cluse. 
After the allies had captured 


the city and were looting it Prince 
Chun awaited his fate in the midst of 
his books in contemplation of a great 
golden globe, a chart of the heavens, 
which had been his daily companion in 
his favorite astronomical studies. But 
the busy Huns paid no attention to 
such a scene of purely human interest. 


That night, when Peking was on fire 


in many places, when drunken soldiers 
staggered through the streets right and 
left and Chinese robbers and brigands 
came into the city to hold high carni- 
val of crime, the family servants of the 
prince, much against his will, dressed 
him as a cooly in rags and led him by 
secret ways from house to house to one 
of the lesser gates, outside of which a 
cart was waiting for him. All through 
the night he traveled as never a ilant- 
choo prince had traveled before, and 
when the sun rose it found little Prince 
Chun praying and making the custom- 
ary prostrations before the great 
OKiiind in the western hills which con- 
tains the remains of his father, the 
seventh prince. 


In what s?ems to us westerlings an 


ftjcreflibly short space of time the Japa- 
nese took stock of tbe district that had 
fallen to their lot, including the palace 


i oi Prince Chun. They immediately 


placed a guard about the place, and 
when, with the confidence inspired by 
the kind treatment they received, tlie 
servants told the Japanese in what 
plight their master was, and where he 
had taken refuge, General Fukushlma 
sent nn officer of high rank and r. 
squadron of cavalry to bring- the yrface 
back to his palnco, where he assured 
him he would be under his personal 
protection. So !n a few days Prince 
Chun was back in bis study. 


Perhaps it would be as woll for me 


to tell you exactly who Prince Chun is. 
He is a full brother of th« Ilwpeicr 
Kwangsu, consequently a BOS of tlie 
gevcnth prince. An Interview hacl been 
r.rrangod for me with him, and after 
a tedious drive we reached his yarr.on 
and finally the entrance to the pres- 
ence cl-aiaber. A few steps beyond 
the princes, four 
Ju number, were 


awaiting our coming, nnd the eldest, 
Prince Chun, closely followed by the 
others, advanced to meet us. 


IIig imperial highness )s slight and 


about 5 feet 4 Inches in height. lie has 
quick. Intelligent eyes and is very dig- 
nified in his carriage, and these were 
moments which must have been indeed 
trying to his dignity. To think of a 
barbarian standing up right before 
him! Yet Prince Chun behaved ns 
though he had never been saluted 
otherwise In his life. He turned and 
Introduced me first to his guest, Princo 
Shu, aa iron capped duke, and then lo 
his younger brothers, liuke Tau and 
Duke Shun. 


Prince Chan thon led tbo way into B 


room next to his library, which proved 
to be a recently furnished "foreign sa- 
lon," He sat beside me at a dlninsc 
room table where tea was brought, and 
then followed aa avalanche of ques- 
tions such an'I had-not bargained for. 
It was turning the tables upon the In- 
terviewer wfth a vnngeance. 
Princo 


('bun talked about hte great journey to 
Ijerlin, cautiously reserved, with the 
gravity of a'mau who lias already felt 
tlK! weight of cnrclcSBly uttered words. 


"Yes, It has bwn arranffwl with tho 


German minister." hc> said, "that when 
the peace negotiations rench a certain

When my 
mission there is coaip!eted"—and cow, 
the dlJ-k-uUiss of lhiv situation having 
been overcome, he dashed ahead with 
Uis words like a boy just out of school— 
"the!! I can go anywhere, and 1 mean 
to go everywhere. I shall surely visit 
America. It is. so large I aia sure It 
will be like China in many things—the 
great rivers and the tall mountains, I 
mean. 


"I wish to thank yon," began his Im- 


perial highness at Uie close of the con- 
versation, which touched upon number- 
less questions cf travel and of the far 
countries which he is evidently yearn- 
ing to see—"I wish to thank you in the 
name of the throae, myself and the 
Chinese people for the benevolent atti- 
tude which tiie American government 
and the American people have observed 
toward China during the months of 
trial and uncertainty. We are all ani- 
mated with the hope of some day re- 
ciprocating the generous feelings by 
which your government has through- 
out the negotiations been inspired. 


"I bolieve in the future of my land 


and of my people. At the same time I 
recognize that It is not well to remain 
always shut up within the confines of 
your own home. It is well to see what 
progress the other nations are making, 
and I feel confident that hacl Chinese 
statesmen known the western world 
better and the statesmen of the west 
had been better acquainted with the 
actual conditions In China much that 
we both regret might have been avoiff- 
ed. With better knowledge and closer 
intercourse the time may come yet 
when all nations shall live together as 
brothers." 


Had it not been for the earnestness 


with which these words were spoken, 
had I not known that our interview 
was 
(almost 
incredible 
to 
those 


acquainted' with Peking methods) ar- 
ranged within the day, I could have 
thought this pleasant speech to have 
been the result of careful schooling. 
But I have the conviction that it was 
not. 
Even if, through the combina- 


tions of the predatory powers, we fail 
in carrying out our'policy of honest 
and fair dealing toward the Chinese it Is 
something to know that even in the se- 
cluded palaces of the Mantchoo princes 
it is known that we made the attempt 
and that if we do 1'ail it will be through 
no fault of ours, but of the times which 
are out of joint, especially upon the 
east coast of Asia.

CASTLE FOR CARNEGIE. 


Steel Kiiic "Will Have a Country 


Hume In "TV'estcIiester, K. Y. 


Andrew Carnegie's most recent un- 


dertaking in the United States is the 
establishment of a country home for 
himself 'at Chauncey, in Westchestcr 
county, says the New York World- The 
site which Mr. Carnegie has selected 
is a beautiful one. There are three 
high terraces Intersected by spacious 
valleys marked by patches of forest 
and banked by .heavy woodland. 


A fine building is now well under 


way on the easterly side of the center 
ridge. The site is within a stone's 
throw of the St. Andrew's golf links to 
the south, so well known to New York- 
ers. The property Is on the New York 
and Putnam railroad, about ten miles 
from Yonkers, five miles from Tarry- 
town and eight miles from 
White 


Plains. Its western boundary is the 
historic Sawmill River road now being 
made a state boulevard. To the north 
of the property, which is known as 
Echo Hills, is the station of Ardsiey. 


Surrounded by a cluster of tall maple 


trees, a peculiar structure already one- 
half story high of an odd quality of 
small graystone is under construction. 
One of the men employed on the work 
said that the building is to be in the 
shape of a castle. 


"Mr. Carnegie," he continued, "was 


a constant attendant at the links last 
jear and became enchanted with the 
country. One day he told Mr. Lee, the 
superintendent of the golf club, that 
he was going to build a home here. 
Shortly aJtcj-u-arrl he procured this site 
from tho firman Lawrence estate. 
They say it consists of five acres, and 
how much more he has secured no one 
l-nnws.

When she waa 
informed of the situation, she did not 
rant or rave or apparently become ex- 
cited, but instead quietly whispered to 
the stage manager, 'Cut them out.' 
Thus It happened that the supers 
watched the act from the wings, the 
audiense being unaware that anything 
was wrong. 


"When the curtain rang down. Miss 


Holland went to her dressing room and 
sent a messenger for the supers. They 
all filed solemnly and sadly Into the 
stuffy room and there saw a dark hair- 
ed little lady with big: black eyes which 
looked them through and through. 
'Gentlemen,' she said softly, with just 
a tone of reproach in her voice, 'you do 
not know how you have hurt me' to- 
night 
Do you think it right to at- 


tempt to hold up a performance In the 
manner y£>u have done when you ac- 
cepted tlSt engagement with a full un- 
derstanding as to what it was?' Ths 
supers shifted uneasily, some resting 
first on one foot and then on the other, 
several members of the party trying to 
shrink to the rear. 


"Then the actress talked quietly and

Tardon 
me, Hiss Holland, but I— er— think we 
were all mistaken, and if you will for- 
give us we will — er — finish the w-eek 
out' 'Very well, gentlemen,' respond- 
ed Miss Holland, giving them all what 
has been called the Holland eye, which, 
being translated, means a look from 
great, black, wondering, almost 'goo- 
goo' eyes.

EAGLES AS PROPERTY. 


Ownership of Birds and Keats Re- 


myfcteil by Pueblo Indian*. 


Among the Pueblo Indians of New Mex- 


ico and Arizona there is a property right 
in eagles. Each clan claims ownership in, 
several eagles' nests which may or may 
not be near the plnca where the clan 
lives. When the cesw are distant from, 
the villages whare the Indians claiming 
them live, it has beea found that the an- 
cestors of these Indians came in former 
years from the localities where the nests 
now are, and they point to the fact that 
these nests are theirs as proof that they 
aJso, by inheritance, own. the land round 
about them. 


Driven, into new locations by maraud- 


ing Navajoes and Utes, these Pueblo In- 
dians have steadily contracted their oc- 
cupied territory, but they still visit the 
old nests, as their forefathers visited 
them before the white man came to Mex- 
ico. 
Some of the Pueblo Indians—the 


Zunis, for instance—keep eagles in cages, 
treating them as domestic fowl, but most 
of the tribes procure their eagles by tak- 
ing the young from the ancestral nests. 
These Indians keep turkeys also, bnt 
neither turkeys nor eagles are kept for 
food. With the feathers of the birds the 
Indian decorates himself and his "prayer 
sticks" on occasions of religious cere- 
mony. The various tribes respect one an- 
other's rights in certain nests and the 
birds Which are hatched in thorn, and a 
heavy punishment is provided for an In- 
dian killing ati eagle not his own. 


Sometimes, the nests are 50 miles from 


where the tribe lives, but investigation 
always shows that the tribe lived once 
where the nest is. Generations wiluout 
number the eagle builds his neat in the 
same spot and rears his young there. So 
the title of the Pueblos reaches back into 
the twilight of American history. Those 
Pueblo Indians speak of their eagles as 
they do of their sheep, their dogs or their 
horsps. Though the king of birds may be 
flying wild half a hundred miles from the 
Indian's abode, yet it is the Indian's 
eagle. 


When, an Indian viiits one of his nests 


to secure a bird, he does not take all of 
the voting, bnt leaves some, so that the 
breed rany be perpetuated. 
Returning 


home with his eaglet, he strips it of its 
feathers and kills it The body of the 
eagle it not thrown on the rubb!»b heap, 
but it Is buried in a special eagle btuyhsz 
ground. 
The ancient Pueblo Indians 


used to keep parrota as domestic birds, 
probably only for their feathers, which 
were used in decoration for religions serv- 
ice. These parrots they obtained by bar- 
ter with the Mexicans south of them. It 
is known that the Astecs kept a variety 
of birds as domestic fowls and used them 
for food, as well as eating their eggs, 
bnt th» Pueblo Indiane seem to have kept 
thrir domestic birds for their feathwg 
solely.—Chicago Chi«oieJ«.

E* EC Hades- a Handicap In thft Bat' 


tie of trite? 


With, reference to ability, experience 


hourly confirms two generalizations: A 
man of ability will sooner or later make 
his way. There never Tvas so. urgent and 
BO general a demand for every form of 
ability as there is now. 


Unfortunately the relations of these 


two facts to certain other facts are little 
understood. It is generally assumed, for 
instance, that ability is a distinct advan- 
tage to a man. Is it not, instead, a hand- 
icap? 


Let it be stated again, and with em- 


phasis, that ability is very much in de- 
mand. The market groans for it 
But 


this does not mean that ability will be 
recognized. 
Capacity to discern ability 


in others, as distinguished from capacity 
to discern ability in ourselves, is the rar- 
est of all capacities. Unerring acumen, 
exquisite discrimination, can alone meas- 
ure ability, sift it, choose one form and 
adapt another. 
No one would value a 


clodhopper's opinion of Plato, but every 
Tom, 
Dick and Harry feels qualified to 


sit in judgment upon ability. 
"If I 


could only get hold of a man with abil- 
ity:" cries the fatuous employer, lo whom 
It never occurs that capacity to distin- 
guish ability from its semblance is the 
most exquisite of the faculties. 


For over 2,300 years one man has 


stood pre-eminent as a judge of human 
ability. That man was Pericles. 
His 


gift in this direction was little less than 
divine. It enabled him to lift the Athe- 
nians to heights of achievement above 
which the intellect has never reached. 
That was ability's golden age, for it then 
had a patron who not only sought it but 
discerned it 


Washington possessed this heavenly 


endowment. At the risk of seeming pa- 
triotically partial we mar say that ha 
equaled Pericles in his unerring percep- 
tion. In those years of ordeal from 1770 
to 1785, and again from 1789 to 1797, we 
never find Washington astray in his esti- 
mate ef ability. He could choose men—a 
thing infinitely harder to do than to 
choose pictures or pianos or potatoes— 
and in choosing them he was ia very 
truth a father to his country. 


Ability's first handicap, therefore, is 


the rarity of capacity trained to discern 
it 
The absence of this capacity in tha 


man who chooses men ruins great eater- 
prises every day. 
But the man y?ho 


makes a botch of choosing men never 
dreams that the fault is his own. "There 
never was such a demand for ability 03 
there is today." Say rather there never 
"was such a need of men capable of esti- 
mating ability. 


There is no such thing as ordinary abil- 


ity. All ability is extraordinary; hencu 
when it disclesesitself mediocrity—always 
iu the majarity—combines against it. 
This is ability's most mortifying handi- 
cap. 
Mediocrity does not detest ability. 


It simply has no use for it 
There is the 


same natural antipathy between medi- 
ocrity and ability that there is between 
truth and vested interests or between a 
dog and a cat 


Bourgpt keenly remarks that when sev- 


eral suiters woo a maid he who loves he) 
most will lose her. The very excess o! 
trne love throws the unfortunate into a 
fever. He loses his self command in the 
crisis of the game. A cooler rival, with- 
out sentiment, controls his faculties and 
wins. Tlio same phenomenon is witness- 
ed when ability competes for favor tvith 
mediocrity. Ability loves to work and is 
excited by n prospect. 
Mediocrity re- 


gards all prospects coldly. Ability per- 
fects itself in seclusion. Mediocrity puilg 
wires. 
Ability breaks its heart in the 


pride of conscious capacity and is not 
even asked to the wedding when medi- 
ocrity mnrrie» the only ctilfl of the head 
of the firm. Ability is compplled to cre- 
ate its own environment This meaa« a 
long obscurity of hunger end humiliation. 
Think of Columbus, obliged to pass a 
decade in teaching that the earth is 
round before he could begin his life world 


There is one sweet that mediocrity nev- 


er tastes. Soon or late ability comes by 
its own. Cehuubns climbs to the deck in 
the gray dawn, and his heart leaps at the 
cry of "Land V If mediocrity be without 
tragedies, it is also without ecstasies. 


Certainly, ability is too often & handi- 


cap. The only consolation w« can sug- 
gest is that it handicaps very, very few 
of us.—New York Journal.

City, Ia.r to lay the cornerstone o£ one 
of a gcoup of great university buildings 
to be dedicated to the memory of the 
men who fougbt for the- Union flag in 
1861, says tee Chicago Post 


The university owes its origin to 


Colonel A. L. Sorter of Mason City. 
Anxious- to see- something- done by the 
Sons of Veterans to keep alive tne 
memories of the deeds done by the 
Ejen who faced tha Confederate shells, 
Colonel Sorter devised the plan of 
fotmding a national rarfverEitjY tlie en- 
dowments to come from Soua of Vet- 
erans camps, Grand Array posts and 
4$Yisio£s of the Vfoman'B Relief corps. 
At the encampment last year to Syra- 
cuse the plan wa& approved, and Ma- 
eon City was selected-, as the home of 
the institution. 


When th£ taxt developed that the 


uniTtersity 'was ready -to be built, a reg- 
nlaoly SHeoirporatcd society was fx>rn> 
cd to formulate plans and jsrocure 
pledged wfiteh would be aa good as 
gold beads wfien. the committee -went 
before tbe natfcmal encampment. By 
purchasing a tract of 160 acres of the 
most beautSCoi- tend to northern Iowa, 
within the city limits, setting apart 40 
acres of this for a campus and dividing 
the rest into Jots and securing pledges 
for the sale- of the same a bonus of 
practieally<|£OQ,000 -was guaranteed by 
Mason City, -wbicli haa leas than 10,- 
000 lnh^5itantB. 


One of the- stipulations was tbat the 


city should gire a building to cost not 
less than- $J!&,QGG, and this is the build- 
ing which is noTV in process of con- 
struction, and the cornerstone &f which 
is to b& laid"- June 2G, It Is tfje first 
bunding In a group the like of vrhich 
the Mississippi vaHey- has not yet seea. 


i Most of the buildings ^11 be- tndlt of

, building material to a minimum. 


Aside fjoni the campus arrangements 


huvfealHetoly feeen made for an athletic 
park, rifle range, drill grounds and for 
a naval reserve statian, a site for which 
has already been secured at Clear lake, 
a beautiful body of water seren miles 
long and four miles wide, situated 30 
minutes' ride from the city." A uniform 
style of architecture has been adopted. 
The buiKlmgs will be of massive and 
durable character, but the grouping 
will be artistic and the individual archi- 
tecture ornate. The general plan of the 
campus faces north, toward the city. 
The main entrance is at the north side, 
leading to the administration building 
on one side and the general offices of 
the Sons of Veterans- on the other, for 
this will ultimately be the headquarters 
of the grand encampment. From the 
inviting and triumphal axch will be a 
wide avenue leading to the library and 
chapel, which is to be located in the 
center of the campus and will be the 
most conspicuously monumental build- 
tog in the group. The library will be in 
the shape of a Greek cross, with the 
chapel in the rear. 


Directly back of the library at the 


center of the west side will be the mu- 
seum, resembling the Parthenon at 
Athens. Perhaps no feature of the in- 
stitution will be of greater interest 
than this, and many rare and invalua- 
ble relics of the war have already been 
tendered and are awaiting shipment. 
At the center of the east side will be 
the large college building, with the 
smaller college buildings on the north 
of this and the depression on the south 
beautified by a conservatory and flower 
gardens. 


The founders contemplate a great 


university,, second to none in America, 
and the greatest soldier memorial in 
the world. Memorial university, as it 
will be known, will provide courses of 
Instruction for both sexes of as high 
character as is provided by any Institu- 
tion and In addition thereto a special 
course in military instruction, Ameri- 
can history and -applied patriotism.

EPiSOOPAL DIOCESAN DIVISION 


Report of the Committee Appointed to 


Present a Plan 


The committee appointed by a vote 


'of the 116th annual convention of the 
Episcopal cliocest; of Massachusetts in 
May, to report a full detailed plan for 
the division of the diocese, has agreed 
upon a report, and Bishop T^awrence 
has given notice that an adjourned 
meeting of the convention will be held 
June 14. The report agrees with the 
boundary reported cy the committee 
to the convention of 1S95, namely: The 
eastern boundary of Worcester county 
except that the town of Southboro be 
left in the old diocese. The town of 
Soulhboro was put in the eastern di- 
vision at the earnest request of St. 
Mark's parish and St. Mark's school, 
on the ground that the latter depended 
for support almost wholly in the east- 
ern diocese. 


The committee recommends the cre- 


ation of a new fund of $100.000 to be 
raised and secured to the new diocese, 
in lieu of all claims upon the present 
Episcopal fund. 
Tho division is mndo 


conditional upon the creation of such 
a fund by subscription by October 1. 
It la understood that nearly $46,000 has 
been raised already for this purpose
